McCarty was on the train, re- 
turning from Covington, and had 
a very narrow escape, as one of 
the steel rails crashed through, the 
car window and ouly missed his 
bead about six inches. 

The wrecking train was sent out 
and the road and trestle repaired. 

The section hands had passed 
over the trestle on a handcar a 
short while before.
